Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10 and 37-38, drawn to an apparatus for a dry end of a papermaking machine 
and method of winding a traveling paper web exiting from a dryer, classified in class 34, 
subclass 625, and class 242, subclass 520. 

II. Claims 11-14, drawn to an apparatus for a dry end of a papermaking machine, 
classified in class 34, subclass 611. 

III. Claims 15-17, drawn to an apparatus for a dry end of a papermaking machine, 
classified in class 34, subclass 611. 

IV. Claims 1 8-23 and 39-40, drawn to a dry end of a papermaking machine and a paper 
machine, classified in class 162, subclass 381. 

V. Claims 24-32, drawn to a reel-up for a papermaking machine, classified in class 162, 
subclass 283. 

VI. Claims 33-36, drawn to a composite shaftless core, classified in class 242, subclass 

600. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I through VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case, 
Inventions I through V are combinations of paper winding features not disclosed as capable of

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being used with the others and having different modes of operation. Invention VI is an 
independent invention which performs a different function from the other inventions. 

Invention I combines a stabilizing foil and reel spool, which together form a nip. 
Invention II combines a stabilizing foil and an integrated sensor. Invention III combines a reel 
spool, a reel drum, and a calendering belt, whereby the spool and drum form a nip and the drum 
and calendering belt form another nip. Invention IV combines a reel spool and a support belt 
which together form a nip. Invention V combines a reel spool and a reel drum which together 
form a nip, plus a winding support comprising a pivoting holder arrangement. Invention VI is a 
shaftless core. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the search required for 
each invention is not required for the others, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
